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1 . Applicants remarks fail to establish the unobviousness of the instant claims over 
the teachings of Antonelli. Applicants state that silyl is only an embodiment of R and R\ 
but both R and R^ are groups that are at the terminal position of a vinyl polymer. Thus 
Antonelli suggest a vinyl polymer having silyl terminal groups and render obvious the 
instant claims. It is not clear to the Examiner why applicants believe these remarks 
would overcome the obviousness rejection.
